There is held in the city of Rochester, New Hampshire, each fall, the largest Fair that 
is held in this part of the country. The Fair Association has very generously turned over 
to the Shrine Club of Rochester, the fourth day of the Fair complete. The reason is 
obvious, as the executives of the Fair Association are Shriners. This is their contribution 

toward the charity fund which they hope to raise. The motive behind all of the plans 
is to be able to turn over to the Shrine Hospital at Springfield, Mass., funds that may be 
of materia] help to them in carrying on their wonderful work. 


Knowing the needs of this Hospital, we are encouraged to make extraordinary efforts to 
help all we can with this good work. First: we hope to have assembled in Rochester every 
Potentate officiating in the New England States. Second: we want a gathering of the 
Shriners to help develop that good social fellowship that a well arranged “‘get-to-gether”’ 
will always promote. We have plans that will be of great benefit to our organization as a 
whole. These plans alone will justify the gathering as Aleppo Temple Band, Patrol and 
Degree Staff will be there in uniform. 


As for the attractions, the management of the Fair has arranged for horse races 
that will be the equal of any in New England. They have also arranged for an open air 
stage show of eleven acts. They have a track show put on between the races, consisting 
of fourteen acts. They have a unique balloon ascension, where a man is shot out of a 
cannon high up in the air. There will be a fine display of live stock, greater in number 
than any Fair in New England. All this, together with all the features that usually go 
with a first class Fair, including a large midway, art and machinery displays, automobile 
show, etc.
